City Enlists Humane 
Society for Laurel 
Avenue Skunk Hunt 

Residents in the 400 and 500 
blocks on E. Laurel Ave., who 
protested to the City that they 
are plagued unduly by skunks 
which they believe are coming 
from the water spreading 
grounds, have promise of ac¬ 
tion—corrective action, that is. 

According to plans worked 
out by the City administrator, 
a Laurel Ave. resident who 
sights — or smells — a skunk, 
shouldn’t delay even to put a 
clothespin on his nose before 
calling the police station. Po¬ 
lice in turn will radio the San 
Gabriel Valley Humane Society 
—Which is under contract to 
the City to do this sort of thing. 

The Humane Society will 
then go into high gear.

Long study and pruning by the City Council of the City's 
1954-55 operating budget was reflected in its swift adoption by 
the Council Tuesday night, along with setting of a tax rate of 
$1.70 per $100 assessed valuation. The tax rate is 23 cents higher 
than that of last year. The budget was termed "one of the largest 
ever proposed for this City." 

Revenue for the current'year is estimated at $413,571. This 
coupled with use of $10,000 reserves from the General Fund and 
$52,000 from Water Department 
reserves cover estimated oper¬ 
ating costs and capital outlay 
expenditures totaling $477,168. 

Estimated operating expenses, 
according to the city adminis¬ 
trator, is $340,733. Capital out¬ 
lay items will total $136,435. 

Two Funds Added 

Without the addition of two 
new divisions on the tax rolls 
this year, the City tax rate 
would have been $1.45, two 
cents lower than last year. Ad¬ 
ditions to the tax rate, per $100 
property valuation, are: 15 
cents for establishment of a 
retirement fund for City em¬ 
ployees and 10 cents for capital 
improvements necessary for 
storm protection. 

Sierra Madre voters in April 
authorized a tax rate of up to 
20 cents for the retirement 
fund. It was explained by 
Councilman Charles H. James 
that this tax will gradually 
reduce in the future to less 
than 10 cents. 

Plan Storm Protection 

The State Legislature au¬ 
thorizes a fund based on 20 
cents per $100 assessed valua¬ 
tion for storm drain protection. 

James stated: “In view of the 
drastic flood conditions which 
confront this city, the council 
has deemed it advisable to add 
10 cents of the authorized 20 
to build up a fund for construc¬ 
tion of major improvements. 

The fund for storm protec¬ 
tion capital outlay is expected 
to cover installation of a crib 
dam at Yucca Trail, $3700, Lan- 
nan Canyon dam out—fall pipe, 

$2500, and miscellaneous con¬ 
struction, $2020—a total of $8,- 
220. Also included is half the 
cost of a mobile radio unit, 

$250. 

Nine Year Low 

The City administrator point¬ 
ed out that, without the addi¬ 
tion of the two new divisions 
on the tax rolls, the tax rate 
would have been the lowest 
in nine years. From the $1.47 
rate of 1953-54, the Parks tax 
is down two cents, the Interest 
and Sinking Fund is down five 
cents and the Library tax up 
five cents (to provide capital 
equipment for new building), 
a net decrease of two cents. 

For the four basic divisions, 
the tax rate will be: General 
Fund—$1; Parks—10 cents; Li¬ 
brary—20 cents and bond is¬ 
sues—15 cents. 

The City started the new fis¬ 
cal year on July 1 with a bal¬ 
ance on hand of $26,450.03.

Although Mrs. Proctor has 
been in Sierra Madre almost 
constantly since her father be¬ 
came ill, she earlier this month 
had joined her son in Biloxi, 
Miss., where he represented 
the European branch of the Air 
Force Recreation department in 
an international tennis tourna¬ 
ment.

program Pool Consideration 

In Setting Up Park 
Capital Outlay Fund 

“If this step had been taken 
years ago we might have a 
municipal swimming pool by 
now,” was Councilman Lome 
B. Pratt’s comment during dis¬ 
cussion of establishing a capi¬ 
tal outlay fund for Parks and 
Recreation. 

The proposaj was made by 
Councilman Charles H. James 
and the resolution ultimately 
adopted by the council at their 
regular meeting on August 10 
provided for transfer of $7500 
from the Park fund to the capi¬ 
tal outlay fund and specified 
that “it be used for acquisition 
of parks, swimming pool or 
other recreational facilties 
and/or such real property as 
may be required.” 

The budget for the current 
fiscal year provides for a trans¬ 
fer of $5000 to this fund. 

In discussing the resolution 
Councilman James said, "Un¬ 
less we begin to make some 
long range plans now we can 
never look with any degree of 
certainty toward the possibility 
of a good pool for Sierra Ma¬ 
dre.”

Apropof v, the City’s second 
call for bids on provision of a 
master TV antenna system for 
Sierra Madre, Edwin Meyer of 
Meyer TV here spoke last week 
at a dinner-meeting of the 
Lions Club. 

Meyer told his listeners that 
until the mountain fire and en¬ 
suing flood last winter wiped 
it out, his company had main¬ 
tained here “the longest an¬ 
tenna system known with 7- 
channel reception.” Since the 
winter emergency, he stated, he 
had replaced the antenna and 
about 4000 feet of line, but 
•stopped replacement when the 
City advertised for franchise 
bidders, first specifying a $60,- 
000 financial responsibility re¬ 
quirement, later reducing it to 
$35,000 which Meyer claims is 
“still prohibitive.” 

Meyer said his company con¬ 
sulted numerous other master 
TV antenna system operators 
before pioneering the local sys¬ 
tem to bring TV to blind areas. 
After its installation, the speak¬ 
er said, rates charged locally 
were about half those charged 
elsewhere. 

Under City-franchised opera¬ 
tion, the rates will be regulated 
by the City, he pointed out.

salad oil 1 teaspoon salt 

Place eggs, milk and shortening in large 
electric mixer bowl. Beat at a medium speed 
until blended, about 30 seconds. Sift flour, 
baking powder and salt together, add to first 
mixture.

TO FREEZE WAFFLES AT HOME:

Since the residents of Sierra 
Madre are not so frequently 
involved in special assessment 
districts as to be readily fami¬ 
liar with the legal aspects and 
technicalities involved, The 
NEWS felt it would be helpful 
and 4 of interest to provide this 
information in brief. 

It is timely inasmuch as for¬ 
mation of four street improve- 
mena districts is in progress 
now. In a more advanced 
stage is formation of a Ve¬ 
hicle Parking District. The as¬ 
sessment for the latter is spread 
over those properties within 
the boundaries of the business 
area as established by the pe¬ 
titioners. 

Assessed for street improve¬ 
ment costs will be owners of 
properties on the streets to be 
improved who have petitioned 
for such improvements. These 
at present include: Ramona— 
Park to Hermosa; Fairview— 
Michillinda to east of Sunny- 
side; Michillinda — northerly 
unimproved portion south of 
Edgeview; Carte r—Lima to 
west of Hermosa 

A fifth proposed street im¬ 
provement, Manzanita from 
Lima to Hermosa, was handled 
by escrow procedure, eliminat¬ 
ing the need for assessment in¬ 
vestigation and provisions of 
the Street Improvement Act. 

City Administrator and En¬ 
gineer Lawrence Bevington pro¬ 
vides here the first of two ar¬ 
ticles explaining the Acts un¬ 
der which the improvement of 
unimproved streets can take 
place. 

The Special Assessment In¬ 
vestigation, Limitation and ma¬ 
jority Protest Act of 1931. 

This Act is generally known 
as the 1931 Act and establishes 
the procedure which a city 
council must follow before 
starting any improvement 
which will result in a special 
assesment. 

The purpose of this Act is 
to safeguard the property own¬ 
ers when they become involved 
in improvements to their prop¬ 
erty such as streets, sewers, off- 
street parking, or street lights. 
It was entirely possible, pre¬ 
vious to the enactment of the 
1931 Act, to place special as¬ 
sessments on a district, or on 
certain pieces of property in a 
district, which totaled more 
than the value of the land in¬ 
volved. ______ 

There are five major parts to 
the 1931 Act: 

(1) The City Council deter¬ 
mines the general nature of

George has had no difficulty 
getting acquainted in Sierra 
Madre, which he thinks is 
beautiful. He finds a “great 
feeling of cordiality” and, ap¬ 
parently, a readiness to con¬ 
verse, for he is more than well- 
versed on the town’s earlier 
days; so many of his older pas¬ 
sengers have called up their 
memories for him.

SPICILY FRAGRANT 
PERENNIAL 

Think of a spicily fragrant 
perennial that blooms from 
late spring to late fall in solid 
colors of white, pink, rose, red 
and yellow and striped combi¬ 
nations of these colors—and 
that is particularly popular for 
corsages and boutonnieres! 

Got it? 

The answer is “Carnation.” 

Carnations do exceptionally 
well throughout most of Cali¬ 
fornia. The plant itself is 
shrubby-branched and grows 
one to three feet in height, with 
narrow blue-gray leaves and 
long stems usually topped with 
double blooms. 

Carnations may be had from 
nurseries in three forms: The 
Enfant de Nice and Chabaud 
strains may be had as seed¬ 
lings in flats, and will produce 
flowers in an assortment of col¬ 
ors and sizes. The second type 
are Carnation cuttings which 
nurseries have in pinks, reds 
and whites already established 
in flats. Name Carnation va¬ 
rieties are available in a third 
form—set in small individual 
pots. 

Carnations generally should 
be planted in full sun in more 
temperate parts of the state. In 
very warm areas where flower 
colors tend to fad^ they will 
prefer light shade. During the 
growing season they should 
have a dose of commercial fer¬ 
tilizer each month. To help in¬ 
sure a bushy, compact plant, 
pinch back once or twice while 
the plants are small. It is well 
to* stake the bushes as they 
have a tendency to sprawl. 
Carnations like a uniform 
amount of water at- all times.

out momentarily and rarely 
falls. Grand mal is the serious 
form of the disease and occurs 
in all age groups. The victim 
blacks out, falls, jerks convul¬ 
sively, and usually chews his 
tongup and lips. This seizure 
is followed by a deep sleep 
which should not be disturbed. 

A less common form of the 
disease is psychomotor epilep¬ 
sy, caused by brain injury. The 
victim is confused and appears 
to be acting out a nightmare. 
Psychomotor epilepsy usually 
requires brain surgery. 

The most effective treatment 
of epilepsy is accomplished 
through the use of new drugs 
called anti-convulsants. Half 
of the epileptics treated with 
these medicines are relieved 
completely of seizures while an 
additional 25% are helped to 
an extent that the number of 
seizures is reduced to a point 
where they can live an almost 
completely normal existence.

Epilepsy, to the surprise of 
many people, affects approxi¬ 
mately 750,000 persons in the 
United States. 

The disease tends to be con¬ 
cealed by those who suffer 
from it, and by their families 
as well, because of ignorance 
and misconceptions which date 
back to past ages. All too 
often, epileptics have been 
made outcasts and their fami¬ 
lies have been rrjade to feel 
hopeless and ashamed. 

New Outlook on Life 

Despite the fact that the so¬ 
cial aspects of epilepsy still 
cause trouble today, there is 
no question that education of 
the public, together with recent 
medical advances, have given 
epileptic patients and their 
families an outlook on life that 
is far brighter than it was even 
10 years ago. Most people to¬ 
day know that epilepsy has 
nothing to do with feeble¬ 
mindedness. Mentally, some 
are above average, some aver¬ 
age, some below average. 

Epilepsy is a seizure—or fit, 
as some people call it, in which 
the victim loses consciousness 
and may suffer from convul¬ 
sions. 

Two Usual Forms 

The two most usual forms 
of the disease are petit mal, not 
too serious, and grand mal, 
both caused by abnormal brain 
waves. Petit mal occurs usual¬ 
ly in children. The child blacks

POLIO PREVENTION 
FOR CHILDREN 

1. Recent studies indicate 
more and more clearly that 
children who have had tonsils 
removed are more susceptible— 
particularly to bulbar polio. 

2. Children must be protected 
against fatigue, since healthy 
ones tend to become overstimu¬ 
lated at play and thus lead to 
excessive fatigue. During the 
school vacation they should re¬ 
ceive two hours rest from the 
fatiguing rays of the hot sun 
each day. The rest period 
should last from 12 noon until 
2 p.m., Small children should 
spend one of the hours in sleep. 
From four until six in the after¬ 
noon the nervous system is very 
susceptible to fatigue. There¬ 
fore the play should be lighter 
at that time, preferably in par¬ 
tial shade. Each child should 
be put to bed between the 
hours of six to nine in the eve¬ 
nings, depending upon the age. 

3. The child’s diet must be 
rich in proteins, vitamins and 
minerals, especially fortified 
with B complex and C vitamins. 
If there is doubt about these 
factors being in their food, con¬ 
sult your doctor for advice. The 
intake of starches and sweets 
must be kept low during the 
summer months. Bottled drinks 
must be limited as they con¬ 
tain so much sugar. 

4. Children must not be per¬ 
mitted to swim in cold water
